WASHINGTON, July 24.— The tariff 


bill passed its last legislative stage at 
3 p. m. today, when the Senate by the 
decisive vote of 40 to 30 agreed to the 
conference report on the bill. The an- 
nouncement was greeted with enthusi- 
astic applause by the crowded cham- 
ber. This closed the great labor for 
which the Fifty-fifth Congress assem- 
bled in extraordinary session, and after 
stubborn resistance, at times threaten- 
ing a deadlock, the Senate concurred 
with the House in a resolution for the 
final adjournment of the session at 9 
o'clock to-night 


The President's message for a cur- 


rency commission was received by the 
House, but the House bill creating a 
commission was not acted on. Thus 
the closing day was prolific of a series 
of momentous events, each of which 
alone would have been of extraordi- 
nary interest. 


An analysis of the vote on the tariff 


conference report shows that the af- 
firmative vote was cast by 37 Republi- 
cans, one Democrat (McEnery), one 
Silver Republican (Jones of Nevada) 
and one Populist (Stewart). 


The negative vote was cast by 28 


Democrats and two Populists — Harris 
and Turner. Teller (Silver Republi- 
can) and two Populists — Allen and 
Butler— did not vote. 
One Populist, 


Kyle, and one Silver Republican, Pet- 
tigrew, were absent, without pairs, 
which was equivalent to withdrawing 
their vote. 


The last step necessary was taken 


at the White House when the Presi- 
dent affixed his signature at 4 today. 


A few moments before 4 o'clock Rep- 


resentative Dingley appeared at the 
White House, accompanied by Repre- 
sentative Hager, 
chairman 
of the 


House Committee on Enrolled Bills 
They were admitted at once into the 
presence of Mr. McKlnley, who was 
sitting at the Cabinet table, with Sec- 
retary Gage and Attorney-General Mc- 
Kenna on one side and the Postmaster- 
General and Secretary Wilson on the 
other. He rose and greeted Mr. Ding- 
ley and Mr. Hager cordially. 


Mr. Potter turned to the last sheet of 


the bill and laid the document before 
the President He had several pens a 
hand, the owners of which had begge< 
might be used to sign the tariff act 
But Mr. Dingley, unexpectedly taking 
a case from his pocket, produced a 
beautiful mother of pearl handled pen 
dainty enough for a lady's use, and re- 
quested that it be used for the signa- 
ture. 


The President recognized the righ 


of Mr. Dingley, though he laughingly 
commented on the diminutive size o: 
the pen. 
' He steadily appended his signatur< 
to the bill, and wrote "July 24th, ap 
proved," and that was the end of the 
act. 


A burst of applause greeted this. 
As the President dropped the pen

Dangers of Annexation 


NEW YORK, July 26.—The Herald's 


Paris correspondent cables: The Fig- 
aro tomorrow will publish an article 
bearing on the relations between the 
United States and Japan. Its Import- 
ance is heightened by the manifest in- 
dications it bears of being "inspired," 
for only those in the inner circles of 
Japanese affairs could possibly have 
ijlven our contemporary an idea of the 
object which has caused Marquis Ito 
to come to Paris at this particular 
juncture. 


The article is as follows: "Marquis 


Ito has been in Paris, stopping at the 
Hotel Continental. This astute diplo- 
matist is now busy dealing with the 
delicate situation created In Japan by 
the pretensions of the United States in 
the matter of the annexation of the 
Sandwich Islands. It appears that he 
has come to Europe to protest most 
energetically in the name of his Gov- 
ernment against what he calls a usur-. 
pation big with dangers, and he de- 
clares to his friends that Japan, which 
has had to struggle against greater 
difficulties at the time of the war with 
China, will go on to the end with the 
United States. We must not, therefore, 
be surprised if one of these days we 
have to announce a reputure of rela- 
tions between these two countries in 
case the annexation projects are main- 
tained. 


"The object of Marquis Ito's journey 


is to point out to Europe, now rather 
too absent-minded, according to him, 
the peril of this annexation to which 
this vigorous Japanese people, still 
under the spell of its victories, is op- 
posed to the utmost."

WASHINGTON, July 24.—While the 


Senate was in executive session today 
Senator Morgan suggested the import- 
ance of taking up and disposing of the 
Hawaiian annexation treaty before 
final adjournment of this session, but 
the suggestion was met by a motion 
of Aldrlch to resume executive busi- 
ness, which prevailed without opposi- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The Sec- 


retary of the Treasury holds that the 
new tariff act was in effect at the be- 
ginning of the day on which it received 
the approval of the President, and 
therefore became operative at mid- 
night of Friday, July 23d. Assistant 
Secretary Howell today sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to collectors of cus- 
toms: 


"The department holds that the new 


tariff law covers and includes all cus- 
toms business of July 24th." 


Later in the day a formal circular of 


Instructions covering more fully the 
department's views on the subject was 
printed and mailed to all customs col- 
lectors. It reads: 
"To Collectors and Other Officers of the 


Customs: 
"The President having this day ap- 


proved the tariff act recently passed by 
Congress, the tariff act of August 28, 
1894, so far as it has been superseded 
by the new act, became void and of no 
effect at midnight on July 23, 1897 (see 
synopsis 15,381 and 16,148). All mer- 
chandise entered at the Custom House 
on and after July 24th under the rates 
of the act as mentioned will be subject 
to liquidation under the provisions of 
the new act. All existing regulations 
relating to the importing of merchan- 
dise and the proceedings thereto will 
continue in force and effect unless duly 
modified or revoked.

To Be Preserved. 


Dominant Territorial Ambition In 


the Pacific Much Feared 


By Japan. 


NEW YORK, July 25.—A Herald 


Washington dispatch says: That Jap- 
an -will continue to oppose the Hawai- 
ian annexation treaty Is conclusively 
shown by the latest protest of the Jap- 
anese Government under date of July 
10th. 


While couched in polite and diplo- 


matic language, the protest is suffi- 
ciently firm in tone to show that Japan 
will continue to wage a diplomatic war, 
and possibly go further to prevent the 
consummation of the annexation pol- 
icy. 
It is impossible for Japan to 


'view with unconcern and in a spirit 
of 
acquiescence 
the 
consequences 


which would follow the extinction of 
Hawaiian sovereignty," the Imperial 
Jovernment significantly declares. 
This may not mean that Japan will 


resent annexation "to the utmost," as 
Count Okuma is credited with saying 
in a recent interview, but the general 
tone of the note is of a character to 
Indicate that annexation without the 
"acquiescence" of Japan will mean a 
rupture in the relations between the 
two countries. 


Minister Hoshi says: "The Imperial 


Government recognizes it as a well- 
established principle of international 
law that the completion of annexation 
would render the treaties and conven- 
tions at present existing between Jap- 
an and Hawaii voidable either at the 
option of Japan or the United States, 
but they cannot anticipate without ap- 
prehension the consequences, whether 
direct or indirect, which would follow. 
The practical consummation of the 
theory of 
annexation, ipso 
facto; 


means the immediate termination of 
those treaties and conventions and the 
consequent cessation for the future of 
the privileges granted thereunder. 


"The absolute extinction of Japan's 


treaties and conventions without even 
the formality of previous notice, cre- 
ates a very unparalleled situation, not 
alone by removing conventional privi- 
leges and exemptions, but also by sub- 
stituting therefor new and burdensome 
changes." 


In closing he says: "Therefore, I 


have the honor to repeat that Japan 
has absolutely no designs of any kind 
whatever inimical to Hawaii and no 
motive in her dealings with that coun- 
try except to secure by legitimate 
means the due observance of just ob 
ligations." 


The note In part reads as follows: 


Legation of Japan, 


Washington, D. C. July 10. 


Sir:—Replying to your note of date 


the 25th ult, in answer to mine of thi 
19th ult, regarding the proposed an 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands to 
the United States, I have the honor to 
inform you that I communicated its 
substance to Count Okuma, from whom 
I am in receipt of telegraphic instruc- 
tions embodying the views of the Im- 
perial Government in relation thereto 


ouc essential feature of the status quo 
thiough three-quarters of a. century, in 
which the Constitution and Govern- 
ment of Hawaii and the commerce of 
the Islands with the world have un- 
dirgone notable changes," furnishes, 
ou the ouo hand, the amplest guaran- 
tee against anything inimical to either 
he United States or Hawaii, while on 
he other hand it obviates the neces- 
ity of a change in existing conditions 
vhich will injuriously affect the Inter- 
eats of others. 


The policy of colonial expansion, 


among European countries was espe- 
cially active on the Pacific during the 
Jecade ending in 1892, and as a result 
nearly all of the island groups then 
autonomous passed under the sway of 
various Western powers. By common, 
accord the powers have recently ap- 
peared willing to stay their hands, 
and international rivalry and conflict- 
ng interests are now the best guaran- 
ees for the continued sovereign exist- 
ence of the few remaining island 
groups. 


Yet the absorption by the United 
tates of such an important part of the 
remaining unappropriated region as 
Hawaii -would doubtless be the signal 
for the renewal of dormant territorial 
ambition In the Pacific and the last 
vestige of native autonomy would dis- 
appear. And It is not too much to ap- 
prehend that a partial redistribution 
of colonial possessions among the va- 
rious Western powers might also fol- 
,ow. 


It can easily be seen how this would 


affect the interests of Japanese sub- 
lects who are now engaging in increas- 
ing numbers in various undertakings 
and enterprises in the Pacific with 
profit to themselves and advantage to 
Japan. It was precisely on account of 
the prevalence of this spirit of colonial 
absorption that one of your honorable 
predecessors was led to declare to the 
3erman Government that your Gov- 
ernment attached great importance to 
the "maintenance of the rights to 
which the United States becomes en- 
titled in the few remaining regions 
now under Independent and autono- 
mous native governments in the Pa- 
cific Ocean." 


The justice of that declaration can- 


not be questioned and the Imperial 
Government, 
entertaining 
similar 


views, could not behold with indiffer- 
ence changes in the status of those 
Governments that would extinguish 
Japanese rights. They have no Inten- 
ion of questioning the actual situation 
in the Pacific, and certainly no desire 
to in anywise disturb it; but their po- 
sition in that part of the world renders 
it impossible for them to view with 
unconcern and in a spirit ot acqui- 
escence the consequences which would 
probably follow the extinction of the 
Hawaiian sovereignty. 


The Imperial Government recog- 


nizes it as a well-established principle 
of international law that the comple- 
tion of annexation would render the 
treaties and convention at present ex- 
isting between Japan and Hawaii void- 
able, either at the option of Japan or 
the United States, but they cannot an- 
ticipate without apprehension the con- 
sequences, whether direct or indirect, 
which would follow the practical con- 
summation of the theory that annex- 
ation ipso facto means the immediate 
termination of those treaties and con- 
ventions and the consequent cessation 
for the future of the privileges granted 
thereunder. 


The justice or expediency of extend- 


ing to Hawaii the treaty of 1858 at 
present subsisting between Japan and 
the United States Is quite another 
question. Such extension might be in- 
ferred from the language of the second 
paragraph of article 3 of the proposed 
treaty of annexation, which also pro- 
vides for the extinction of Hawaii's ex- 
isting treaties, but the treaty of 1858 is 
wholly non-reciprocal, and the Im- 
perial Government is not prepared to 
say that It could be extended with- 
out its consent 


Under the circumstances, only the 


most cursory view of the actual situa- 
tion Is required to show the disadvan- 
tageous position in which Japan would 
be placed by the abrupt termination of 
her treaties, and by the consequent ab- 
sence of satisfactory conventional stip- 
ulations for the protection of her rights 
and the interests of her people.

Information of an annoying nature 


has come from the Hawaiian Consu- 
late in San Francisco within the past 
few days, and the Government is at a 
loss for a motive for Consul-General 
"Wllder's open violation of specific in- 
structions sent him. 


It seems that when the treaty of an- 


nexation with the United States had 
been ratified by the Hawaiian repre- 
sentatives, definite and positive in- 
structions were sent to Consul Wilder 
and by him telegraphed or cabled to all 
other Hawaiian Consuls that under no 
circumstances should any vessels, oth- 
er than those flying the American flag, 
be given a Hawaiian register. This 
act was deemed necessary from the 
fact that once Hawaii becomes United 
States territory, vessels flying flags of 
other Governments could not compete 
for the trade here. 


In spite of the instructions sent Con- 


sul Wilder, the Government has been 
informed that it was his intention to 
issue provisional registers to the Brit- 
ish steamship China and the British 
steamship Baracouda, the latter ply- 
ing between Panama and Aspinwall. 
It is understood that George W. Mac- 
farlane is now the flag owner of these 
steamers, they having been transfer- 
red to him by the China Steamship 
Company. 


One of the Cabinet Ministers said 


yesterday that the action of the Con- 
sul-General, in view of the instruc- 
tions sent him, was open to severe 
criticism, in view of the fact that it 
was in direct opposition the positive 
instructions sent ihm. 
As a 
nat- 


ural sequence to the early annexation 
of the Islands, this Government anti- 
cipated the action of the China Steam- 
ship Company, and for that reason 
sent the instructions to the Consuls, 
making the order general. 


It Is confidently believed that when 


the China enters the harbor in August 
she will fly the Hawaiian flag, and 
that her captain will make a demand 
for a permanent register of the steam-- 
er. The Government, however, has de- 
cided to take prompt action to coun- 
teract what Consul-General Wilde* 
has done in the matter, and, if possi- 
ble, cancel the provisional, register al- 
ready granted. This latter may not be 
practicable, as the English register 
has already been surrendered to the 
British Consul in San Francisco. On 
her arrival back at that port, on her 
return voyage, the China will be re- 
placed under the British flag. 


The laws of the United States are 


such that a vessel flying a foreign flag 
is not allowed to carry freight or pas- 
sengers between two American ports. 
Should Hawaiian be annexed it would 
according to this law, put an end to 
the traffic between the Islands and San 
Francisco on such steamers now in the 
line, not carrying the American flag. 
The record breaking China is one of 
these vessels. In 1893, when annexa- 
tion seemed probable, several vessels 
were given a register by this Govern- 
mnt and its was expected more would 
have asked at this time. 


Under the law a foreign built bottom 


must have, at least 60 per cent, of re- 
pairs put on her in the United States 
before she ran acquire an American 
registry. In the case of the Australia 
it was shown that more than half her 
value was put on in repairs in the 
United States, then, by a special act 
of Congress, she was given an Ameri- 
can register. 
This was seven years 


ago and the steamer was at that time 
under the Hawaiian flag. 


The wisdom of the proposed effort to 


be made by this Government to revoke 
the action of the Hawaiian Consul 
Genernl is looked upon with some 
doubt by persons interested in ship- 
ping. One gentleman said: 
"As the 


register ia only a provisional one the 
Government may possibly get out of 
it but It would be establishing a rather 
dangerous precedent To grant a per- 
manent register here on the eve of 
annexation would look like a breach 
of faith The American merchant ma- 
rine, poor as it Is, must be protected 
Mid the protection should come from 
Hawaii more than from any other 
country. My opinion la that the tem- 
porary register may have to stand un- 
til Its expiration, whlrh I believe Is 
until thn end of the year 
I believe 


this would be a better plin than to 
rc-pudlato tho act of Its Consul Gen- 
oral."

Provisions for Disinfecting 
Emi- 


grants and Clothing Before 


Embarking. 


The conclusion of Dr. Day's inter- 


•esting report on quarantine regulation; 
in Japan and China is as follows: 


The conditions at Yokohama are disap- 
pointing so far as concerns the disinfec- 
tion of steerage passengers and baggage. 
L)r. Stuart Bldredge, Hawaiian Consul 
and sanitary inspector, does the best he 
can under the circumstances, and hopes, 
before long that a proper disinfecting 
plant will be erected by the P. M. S. S. 
Co. By his persistent efforts he has per- 
suaded Mr. Howard, the agent, to rec- 
ommend that the company erect a plant 
on their compound. The plans, specifica- 
tions and estimates of cost have been 
submitted, and there Is hope that tnej 
•will receive favorable consideration. 
The 
plans are those of the Kenyon-Franch 
hot-air chamber, adopted by the Unltec 
States Marine Hospital Service, and are 
similar to the one at the Honolulu quar- 
antine station. 


Up to the present time Dr. Eldredge has 
iiad to depend upon sulphur fumigation 
for disinfecting the baggage of steerage 
passengers. When the 14-day quarantine 
regulation was In force he found great 
difficulty In carrying it out. No suitable 
place was available for the purpose. He 
finally procured some tea houses on the 
Mississippi Bay road, remote from town 
and the emigrants were quartered there, 
but It Is extremely doubtful whether it 
is possible to keep a satisfactory quaran- 
tine In such a place. Furthermore, In 
order to embark, the passengers were 
obliged to pass through a crowded por- 
tion of the town. 


Dr. Eldredge's Inspections before the 
departure of the ships are very thorough 
and not only Include the Japanese em- 
barking at Yokohama, but all steerage 
passengers en route and the crew. 


By the courtesy of Mr. Goro Narita, 
of the Foreign Office, formerly Secretary 
of Legation at Honolulu, and Dr. Shim- 
pel Goto, President of the Imperial San- 
itary Board, I was escorted to the Yoko- 
hama quarantine station by several offi- 
cials in a Government launch. The sta 
tion Is charmingly located 10 miles down 
the bay, and is most completely and even 
elegantly equipped. 
All of the Japanese quarantine stations 
Including the large military stations of 
Nlnoshtma and Sakurajima, are con- 
structed 
on 
the 
most 
approved 
modern 
principles. 
Superheated 
steam 
Is 
used 
for 
the 
disinfection 
ol 
personal effects. The machinery Is wel 
constructed, 
brick walls and cement 
floors being freely used about the cham- 
bers and boilers. Every provision is 
made for keeping thp disinfected persona 
and baggage from the undislnfectpd b\ 
the systematic arrangement of the wait- 
ing, dressing and bathing rooms. There 
are separate buildings for the dlslnfeo. 
tion of first and second-class passengers 
as well as for their accommodation, when 
detention Is necessary. The quarters of 
the first-class passengers are as comfort- 
able as most hotels. 
Remote from the disinfecting and deten- 
tion buildings Is the hospital for Infec- 
tious cases. The ground area Is coverec 
by a cement floor, high in the center and 
sloping gradually to the edge, to Insure 
perfect drainage. A tile drain conducts 
all fluids to a cesspool. The floor of the 
Iniildinp Is raised about three feet above 
this cement floor. By a clever arrange- 
ment of panels and screens, patients can 
be put In and taken out of the rooms 
without having to pass through the 
building. Each room has a hole In t 
floor, so that it can be thoroughly flushed 
out with an antiseptic solution when 
necessary. A separate building contain? 
the doctors' and nurses' quarters, labora- 
tory and drug room. The laboratory I? 
equipped with the necessary apparatus 
Tor conducting bacteriological work, in- 
cluding a valuable German microscope 
and high-power Immersion lenses. At t 
farther end of the property is a crema- 
tors' for the Incineration of bodies that 
hnvp died of infectious diseases. AH ves- 
sels entering the ports of Yokohama, Ko- 
be and Nagasaki must report at the sev- 
eral quarantine stations, and If from For- 
mosa or China the officers make an fn- 
snectlon of passengers, crew and vessel. 
>< 
Tow that plague Is so prevalent In For- 
mosa and parts of China, the Imperial 
Government 
feel 
considerable anxiety 
left It get Info Japan, and the Inspection 
of vessels is Intended to be very thor- 
ough.'. Owing to these 
precautionary 
measures two vessels have recently been 
found Infected with platrue—one at Naga- 
saki and one at Yokohama. 
Both ves- 
sels were from Formosa. 
Havlnrr reported separately on the va- 
rious ports, I will now summarize the In- 
formation gained In answer to my letter 
of instructions. I am asked to give spec- 
ial attention to: 


1. "The facilities and appliances which 
are available to our officers at the several 
ports for the quarantining of emlcrrarits 
before embarkation and for disinfecting 
their effects." 
The facilities for quarantining passen- 
gers are practically nil. Kobe being the 
onlv e*eentlon. and that far from perfect. 
The nnnl'ances for disinfecting at Hong- 
kong will be nil thnt ran be desired, as 
soon as the baths are readv. At Shang- 
hai and Nagasaki there Is nothlntr. but. 
'irtunjitelr. there has been no need of 
finv. At Kobe, a satisfactory nlnnt can 
be hnrt nt sltrht e^nenBp. ^t Yokohama, 
there is nothing available nt nrpeent. but- 
nrnbnblv before long there will be an ef- 
fleleir nlant established,

(J. "What period of quarantine of the 
passensers should be required In an in- 
fected port before embarkation?" 


After visiting all of the ports enumer- 
ated, Inspecting the facilities at the dis- 
posal of our health officers and commu- 
nicating with them on the subject, I am 
convinced 
that 
an 
ante-embarkation 
quarantine in any of these ports Is im- 
practicable under present conditions. As 
already stated, J believe it would be bet- 
ter to prohibit immigration during times 
of serious epidemics and to leave the 
matter In the hands of our Consuls and 
health officers. 
When, in their Judgment, disease is so 
prevalent as to render disinfection and 
Inspection impotent to protect us, let 
them have the authority to stop Immi- 
gration for the time being until the. dan- 
ger is past. 


7. "While there is no desire to dis- 
criminate against ships of any nation- 
ality or line, our attention has been 
called to the unsanitary 
condition of 
some of the ships which have recently- 
brought emigrants from Japan and the 
lack of competent and responsible ship's 
surgeons on board of them. What ad- 
ditional regulations, If any, should be 
adopted to meet such cases?" 


While there should be no desire to dis- 
criminate against the steamships of any 
nationality or line, it is eminently right 
and proper to make a distinction be- 
tween the regular mail steamers and the 
tramps that occasionally 
bring emi- 
grants to Hawa.il. There is every reason 
for doing so. The regular boats are com- 
modious, clean, 
In excellent sanitary 
condition, are Inspected dally by the cap- 
tain and doctor, who is a competent med- 
ical man. The steerage passengers are 
not over-crowded, and their welfare Is 
looked after In every way. Furthermore, 
there is no attempt made to conceal the 
knowledge of sickness, if It is on board, 
and the company Is responsible and re- 
liable. 
On the other steamers, the reverse is 
true. They arrive in Honolulu In a state 
of filth that beggars description. The 
passengers are packed together so close- 
ly as to remind one of the slave-traders 
of early days. Cleanliness, good ventila- 
tion and wholesome surroundings are 
Impossible under the circumstances. The 
so-called doctors they carry are notori- 
ously Incompetent, and such a thing as 
an Inspection of passengers and vessel 
Is never thought of. They are unrelia- 
ble and will deceive and conceal tho 
knowledge of sickness whenever possi- 
ble. Under such circumstances, a dis- 
tinction should be made. 
The question is, how to meet the dif- 
ficulty; whether to relax the present reg- 
ulations for passengers arriving by the 
mall boats, or put additional regulations 
on those arriving in the tramps, or re- 
stricting the number of passengers that 
will be received at any one time to a 
number that will enable the boats to bo 
kept in a clean, sanitary condition and 
require that the surgeon be a man who 
is satisfactory to our sanitary inspector? 
8. "In view of all of the circumstances 
and of the fact that Yokohama Is th* 
last port of departure of a very large 
proportion of the ships sailing from 
Japan to Hawaii; and of.the importance 
of requiring that suitable quarters for 
quarantine and effective appliances for 
disinfection be established there; should 
not a regulation be made requiring that 
all emigrants from Japan for Hawaii 
embark from Yokohama?" 
Until recently all emigrants in P. M. 
and O. & O. boats have embarked at Yo- 
kohama. This was due, I believe, to

ing business; but within the past two 
months a number have boarded them at 
Kobe. At present the facilities for prop 
er disinfection 
at 
Yokohama are so

of the board at Kobe than at Yokohama. 


P. "Seek Information In regard to the 
quality and source of supply of vac- 
cine virus used in Japan." 
Vaccine farms were originally estab- 
llshed and maintained by the Japanese 
Government, but for certain reasons, a 
few years ago, they were given up to 
private parties, with the result that the 
quality of the virus rapidly deteriorated. 
The consequence was that the people be- 
came poorly protected by It against the 
smallpox and the recent widespread epi- 
demic was the result. During the past 
vear much of the virus used in Japan has 
boen Imported from Saltron, French Co- 
ohln-Chlna. It Is excellent. 
I am told 
that the Government has recently taken 
hack the vaccine farms, so that ther* 
will be no occasion to complain of the 
virus in the future. The virus used on 
the mall steamers Is from Saigon. 
While In Japan T gave some attention 
to the subject of leprosv. The disease, 
unfortunately, is common enough, fvci\ 
in the large cltl<"<. No attempt is mad* 
by the Japanese Government to deal with 
It. Tn /not, the disease is Icrnorpd bv 
the Government, Just as consumption Is, 
but public opinion deals with It almost 
no effectively as the Government might, 
people fear the oMiensp and foret- 
the lepers to live bv themselves, apart 
from other people.

The following letter from Labor 


Commissioner Fitzgerald to the Exam- 
iner explains itself: 
Editor of The Examiner: 


Dear Sir:—Considerable opposition and 
criticism have developed from the state- 
ment made by me that the Japanese 
practically monopolize the work done In 
the beet fields of California, and it has 
been erroneously stated that it is my 
desire to "throw mud" at Mr. Spreckels. 
This criticism emanates in most case* 
from subsidized writers of the Sugar 
Trust. 
It has been my desire only to give facts 
and not to deal in personalities; but in 
defense of my position I feel called upon 
at the present time to give the testimony 
of one or two persons of those examined 
at the Investigation recently made In 
Watsonville; 


S. Kimura said: "I am the oldest Jap 
boss in this country. I am the man who 
first brought Japs here, and I do most 
of the contracting. I also do work for 
Mr. Morse, superintendent of the Wat- 
sonville Refinery. Claus Spreckels asked 
me to work for him last year at Salinas. 
He told me to take all my men and go 
down to his place and go to work on 
beets. Some of my men come from Ha- 
waii. 
This one Is from Spreckelsvllle, 
the Island of Maul (pointing to man In 
cart with him), worked for Mr. Spreck- 
els down there—plenty of men come here 
from his cane fields—much better here. 
Not many idle Japs here; pretty soon all 
get work. Japs much better than Chi- 
nese to do work—understand it better. 
Men get from 90 cents to $1 per day; $1 
to J1.25 per ton. I take contracts for all 
kind of work—250 to 300 men. May b« 
1.000 Chinese and Japs around Watson- 
ville. I can take as big a contract as I 
want to." 
Q.—"What per centage of the work is 
done In the beet fields by Japanese and 
Chinese?" 
A.—"Thirty-five per cent Is done by 
Japanese; 40 per cent Is done by Chi- 
nese." 
G. Mlnezirna, one of the largest Jap- 
anese contractors at Salinas, said: "The 
Western Sugar Refinery has an Immense- 
tract of land here, perhaps 30,000 acres, 
which they sublet to small farmers who 
hire Japs. The bulk of It is let under 
contract at from Jl to J1.15 per ton to 
weed, thin, hoe, top and load. Therr- 
were 2,500 whlto men on the pay-roll at 
one time, but they have changed to Jap? 
and Chinese. Thpv pay thorn $5 per acn; 
after they are thinned and hoed; bal- 
ance Is paid upon delivery. They work 
about from 20 to 30 men to 100 acres. 
"White men very 
never saw white 
K. Yamamura said: 
scarce in beet fields- 
man working there. Heard that Claus 
Spreckels brought 35 Germans home from 
Europe with him." 
Q.—"What percentage of work in the 
beet fields of Watsonville and Salinas is 
done by Japanese?" 
A.—"About 30 per cent, and to 40 to 55 
per cent by Chinese. Next year Japanese 
do all. Chinese have worked in potato, 
strawberry and vegetable fields. Not so 
good as our men for thinning beets." 
The same character of information was 
gathered from all who were questioned 
and including the Japanese bosses, which 
was as follows; 
I. Nishomoto & Matsumoto Co., con- 
tractors or housework, 109 Main street; 
S. Ota, contractor, 144 Main street; K. 
Yamamura, beet contractor, 146 Main

It has been stated by those who wish 
to deny the existing conditions that the 
plowing and sowing, etc., is done by 
white labor. It was Impossible for me to 
speak upon that portion of the work, 
and I only reported the work as it ex- 
isted in the fields at the present date 
Two Immense steam plows of 20 tons 
each, capable of doing the work of from 
20 to 30 men, have Just been Imported 
from Germany by Mr. Claus Spreckels 
and landed in San Francisco, per British 
ship Howth, on April 13th. This will do 
away, to a great extent, with the man- 
ual labor in preparing the ground. 
Regarding the great Salinas Refinery, 
Claus Spreckels says:

has been made by Minister Hoshi 
and the language used is signifi- 
cant. The Japanee Minister states 
that it is impossible for his country 
to "view with unconcern and ac- 
quiescence the consequences which 
would follow the extinction of Ha- 
waiian sovereignty." Japan em- 
phatically denies that she has any 
designs inimical to Hawaii. At the 
same time she deprecates further 
colonial expansion in the Pacific. 
The very fact that the United 
States has so long exercised a pre- 
dominating influence over the Isl- 
ands is advanced as a reason for 
continuing the status quo. The 
Senate has adopted the conference 
committee's report on the Tariff 
Bill by a vote of forty to thirty, 
the President signed the bill on 
July 24: and it went into operation 
on the same day. . Protests have al- 
ready been made against some of 
its provisions. 
The Hawaiian Re- 


ciprocity clause remained intact 
and Hawaii's position is assured 
until next December at ^east. The 
opposition forces do not concede 
Annexation. Ex-Queen Liliuoka- 
lani is already in Washington, a 
definate line of attack has already 
been formed by anti-annexationists 
and a fight in December is certain. 


The dispatches by the Doric 


deny that the Turks intend evacu- 
ating Tbessaly. 
On the contrary 


there may be further fighing in 
Crete. The Cubans have repulsed 
the Spanish forces in a decisive 
•victory, and Spaniards in Havana 
are highly incensed over the re- 
lease of several Cuban insurgents.

THE CHINESE IN HAWAII. 


Much of the opposition in the 


United States, to the annexation of 
Hawaii is purely sentimental, aim- 
ed at our mixed population; as 
though anything could be more 
mixed than the population is now 
in our mother country. 
"We have 


already shown, in a previous arti- 
cle, that the native Hawaiians are 


educated, in a primary way, 


borne in mind, that the Chinese 
contract, labor system did not ori- 
ginate in Hawaii, but in Califor- 
nia, and is still carried on there, by 
the Chinese bosses, who import 
their laborers to cultivate sugar 
beets, or engage in any other labor 
service. The heavy crops of wheat 
and other grains in some of the 
states west of the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers, are now annually 
harvested in part by companies of 
traveling Chinese who contract to 
do the work promptly at a lower 
price than white laborers. 
It is 


said that their work is done so 
faithfully and well, that they can 
make engagements a year ahead, 
and that without their help, much 
of the grain crop would be lost. 
Going farther east, we find that 
Chinese do a large share of the 
laundry-work, being in some cases 
employed by Americans for the 
purpose, especially in the large 
cities. This is a kind of work for 
which they are specially adapted, 
in the same way as they are to the 
laborious cultivation of sugar beets 
or any other garden vegetables.

The periodical gold mining ex- 


citement on the Pacific coast has 
again set in. This time it is the 
wild and desolate hills of Yukon 
in Alaska, in north latitude 65 deg. 
Just now, nothing else is talked 
about from Victoria down to San 
Diego, but how to get to the new 
gold fields in the Alaskan El Do- 
rado. 
As in previous excitements 


of the kind, there are people ready 
to sell all that they have to raise 
sufficient to reach the bleak and 
snow-clad hills that border the Yu- 
kon river, where the gold mines are 
located. The trip from San Fran- 
cisco to the port of St. Michaels 
in Alaska, requires fifteen days in 
a fairly good but very crowded 
steamer. And thence up a rugged, 
mountainous country, with numer- 
ous streams to be forded, takes 
twenty to twenty-five days more of 
hard travel on foot, such as very 
few are able to endure. 
And yet 


there are hundreds and thousands 
ready to start off, willing to take 
the chances, with any accommoda- 
tions, and to pay any price that 
may be charged. 
No doubt there 


is gold there, perhaps in abundance 
if one is lucky enough to find it, 
but the fatigue, discomforts, risk

The tug-of-war was advertised to 


begin, at 8 o'clock, but it -was nearly 
half an hour later before the starting 
shot was fired. 


About 10 minutes before the start 


the Portuguese team, led by Its big 
anchor man, and with the members 
wearing a look of utmost confidence 
emerged from behind the screens or 
the stage and walked to the lower em 
of the tug-of-war 
platform, taking 


their places together. The native boys 
came out In a rather straggly manner 
and, falling Into their places, grasped 
the big rope with a grip, the like of 
•which can only he attained in the 
dally toil with the hammer/ The very 
slight first man braced himself against 
a great strapping black Portuguese 
while Joe Morse, the anchor man, hat 
a good 50 pounds extra to pull agalns 
In the man who wore the belt on the 
other side. In fact, the whole Foun- 
dry team averaged about 18 pounds 
less in weight than the Portuguese. 


"Are you ready?" came the warn- 


ing, and the men braced themselves 
for'the start, each anxious to gain at 
the outset. 
The starting shot was 


fired, and the rope was freed, and with 
a "Wela ka hao," the slogan of the 
hammer-wielders/they pulled the rope 
fully six Inches their way. A mighty 
cheer arose, showing where the sym- 
pathy of the majority of those present 
lay. The Portuguese made a great at- 
tempt to gain back what they had lost, 
.and tried &• succession of Jerks, but the 
native boys were simply lying on the 
rope, and there was not a budge. Then 
the natives lost a couple of Inches, but 
It was not for long. In a few seconds 
they had It back again. Camara coach- 
ed and fanned In vain, and then a 
pained expression began to show on 
his face. 


'For about five minutes the rope re- 


mained stationary, each team watch- 
Ing the other for an advantage. It was 
soon noticed that the third man on the 
Portuguese side was beginning to show 
signs of weakening, and the Portu- 
guese anchor had his head tilted back- 
wards a bit. 


Camara gave a signal, and the Portu- 


guese braced for the greatest effort 
they had yet made, but it was of no 
use. The Foundry boys were firm. The 
perspiration stood out In heads on the 
faces of the contestants, and soon It 
was noticed that the rope was going 
slowly, but surely toward the Hawal- 
ians. 


All the while the coach on the side 


of the Foundry side -walked back and 
forth past his hoys, giving words of 
encouragement and wiping the perspir- 
ation from their faces. His bearing 
was quiet, but he never allowed the 
Portuguese to gain a single advantage 
by lack of watchfulness on his part.

Annexation. 


A gentleman, who arrived by the 


Doric yesterday, says the action of 
President McKinley in presenting the 
annexation treaty was due mainly to 
the fact that the tariff bill was in dan- 
ger, and he wanted an expression from 
the Republican side of the Congress. 


Some members showed considerable 


feeling anent the reciprocity treaty, 
and wanted the President to submit a 
new treaty. Annexation will undoubt- 
edly be brought up early in the next 
session. Should it fail to pass, then 
the reciprocity treaty will, no doubt, 
be repealed or modified to a consider- 
able extent. Under the present bill 
Hawaii is getting better advantages 
than have ever been known before, 
and the Senators are willing she should 
have them, pending a ratification of 
the treaty. To him it appears that it 
must be annexation or nothing at the 
next session. 


Speaking of the influence of the Jap- 


anese embroglio, he said: "So long as 
it was a matter between Hawaii and 
apan the administration seemed sat- 
sfled to stand back and view the dlplo- 


atic battle from afar, but when Min- 
ster Hoshl stepped In and said Japan 
would protest against the annexation 
f the Islands by the United States, 
he battle was transferred to Washing- 
on, and President McKinley got his 
dander up.

The rumor that Japan is -willing to 
have the immigration business settled 
jy arbitration adds another phase to 
the question, and it may take a year 
or two to settle it. This, however, will 
not interfere with the action of the 
Senate, If annexation Is decided upon."

Bill MroJncfiJ ID House to Ap 


point Monetary Commission. 


CURRENCY LAWS TO BE REVISED 


Preparations Made for En. 


forcing Tariff Bill. 


Fabulously Rich Gold Fields Dis- 


covered AmonR the Mountains 


of Alaska. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Represen- 


tative C. W. Stone of Pennsylvania, 
•who was chairman of the Committee 
on Coinage, Weights and Measures of 
the last House, today introduced in the 
House a bill to authorize the appoint- 
ment of a monetary commission and 
to provide for its expenses. 
The text 


of the bill Is as follows: 


"That the President is hereby auth- 


orized to appoint a monetary commis- 
sion of eleven members, who shall be 
persons specially fitted by experience, 
training and study, for the considera- 
tion of the subjects coming before said 
commission. 


"Said commission shall investigate 


and report what changes, if any, are 
necessary and expedient in our present 
banking and currency laws and what 
further legislation, if any, is desirable 
relative to our national banking sys- 
tem, of our Government paper currency 
of notes and certificates, and may, In 
connection therewith, report a codifi- 
cation of existing laws on these sub- 
jects. 


"Said commission may take testi- 


mony and listen to arguments in their 
discretion and may require and shall 
foe entitled to receive information from 
any department or officer of the Gov- 
ernment on any matter within its or 
his special jurisdiction and coming 
within the scope of their investigation. 


"Said commission shall meet for or- 


ganization in Washington at such time 
as the President may appoint, and hold 
their subsequent sessions at such times 
and places as they may determine, and 
shall report to the President for trans- 
mission to Congress not later than 
November 15, 1897. 


"Copies of all bills relating to bank- 


ing currency or the circulating notes 
ol the Government introduced in either 
House during the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress and the first session of the Fifty- 
fifth, shall be furnished by the clerks 
of said houses to the commissions." 


One hundred thousand dollars are 


appropriated by the terms of the bill 
for the expenses of the commission. 


This bill has been prepared by Stone, 


after consultation with H. H. Hanna, 
chairman of the Inidianapolis sound- 
money convention, and is understood 
to have the approval of the Adminis- 
tration. 
It is the bill that probably 


will be passed by the House in re- 
sponse to the message of the President, 
which he will send to Congress as soon 
as the tariff bill gets out of the Senate. 


READY TO BK ENFORCED. 


The Xow BUI to Go Into Immediate 


Operation. 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
22. — The 


Treasury officials have made prepara» 
tions to put the tariff into operation 
after its signature by the President. 
Copies of the bill have been sent to the 
customs officers throughout the coun- 
try in anticipation of its passage, and 
it is said that all will have reached 
their destination by the time the bill 
becomes a law. Collectors also have 
been instructed to make the change 
from the old law to the new, upon 
receipt 
of 
trustworthy Information 


that the bill has received the Presi- 
dent's approval.

PROPOSED CABLE. 


Franchise Said to Hiivo Beeii to British 


Syndicate. 


LONDON, July 
17. — When 
the 


scheme of laying a cable between Van- 
couver and Australia was first mooted 
the Eastern Telegraph Company swore 
the thing should not be done. The 
proposed cable threatened one of its 
most profitable monopolies and prom- 
ised to release the British colonies 
from the thralldom under which they 
had long groaned. So the Eastern com- 
pany set to work in its usual fashion 
to strangle the 
infant 
enterprise. 


When Mr. Chamberlain became Sec- 
retary of the Colonies he developed a 
keen cable scheme, and under his fos- 
tering influence it revived. 
. The Eastern company brought all 
the vast political influence which It 
unfortunately possesses, to bear upon 
the Government, and It a weak man 
had been in the Colonial Office, the 
machinations of the company undoubt- 
edly would have been successful. Mr, 
Chamberlain, however, put his back 
up, and the Eastern company was 
compelled to change its tactics. It haa 
not been possible yet to ascertain ex- 
actly what has occurred, but it Is cer- 
tain there has been a secret deal of 
some kind, for the Eastern is now en- 
thusiastically supporting the Pacific 
cable project, and this means it has 
secured control of it. 


This will be bad news for Canada, 


Australia and New Zealand. Those im- 
portant States have joined England in 
;he necessary guarantees, and it Is 
likely they will want to know what Is 
the use of spending their money upon 
something which will merely continue 
the existing extortionate monopoly. 


NEAR THE POLE. 


Stranee Messajro Found on Wing of a 


CHRISTIANA, July 21.— A telegram 


from Stravanger states that a carrier 
pigeon has been caught in the neigh- 
borhood of Soevde, in Rifilke, with a 
silver ring upon one of its feet and the 
following statement stamped on Its 
wings: 


"North Pole, 142 W., 47.62." 
The Stockholm Aftonblat has receiv- 


ed a dispatch from Dr. Nansen, in 
which the explorer says he thinks 
Herr Andree's undertaking to reach 
the North Pole by balloon is practic- 
able. 


Soevd, where the carrier pigeon is 


reported found, is on the west coast of 
Middle Norway. Some carrier pigeons 
abeled "North Polar Expedition," and 
presumed to have been taken north 
with Andree, were reported to have 
alighted on a steamship crossing to 
England In that region a short time 
ago, but it proved that Andree had not 
started when they were reported found. 


Assuming that the carrier pigeon 


now said to have been picked up in 
West Norway, was let loose from An- 
dree's balloon, the stamping on the 
wings "North Pole, 142 W." would in- 
dicate that the explorer was being car- 
ried toward Alaska.

"I understand, one agent has already 


expressed a desire to have 10 families. 
This may be only the beginning, for I 
have no doubt others will follow with 
their orders. It would not pay Mr. 
Gardner to go South for so small an 
order. 


"From a political standpoint, I think 


the effect would be beneficial to us, if 
Mr. Gardner's plan Is carried out, that 
is. to select the families to the number 
of not more than six from any one 
locality. In that way the labor supply 
of a district would not be interfered 
with. But if he gets his supply west of 
the Carolinas, the movement would be 
favorable' to our interests, because 
there is probably an over-stock there. 
I am told that the rice industry has 
been injured in North and South Car- 
olina through so many negroes leaving 
there and colonizing elsewhere. We 
would have to get our supply some- 
where west of these States, and I have 
no doubt we can. Mr. Gardner states 
that he knows where to go, and is 
•willing to guarantee that the class of 
people he sends will be satisfactory. 


"The disproportion of the sexes in 


Hawaii is rather alarming, and for that 
reason I would Insist that only men 
with families be brought here. This 
would be better in many respects; with 
their families around them, they would 
be more content and less liable to 
drink and carouse." 


NO MORE 
CHINESE. 


Decision Finally Arrived at by the 


Government Yesterday. 


It is stated that the Government has 


finally decided to stop the immigration 
of Chinese to this country and that no 
more return permits will be issued ex- 
cept to bona fide merchants of unques- 
tionable standing. This step is taken 
in accordance with a clause in the an- 
nexation treaty and in view of the 
probability of the ratification of that 
treaty by the United States Senate in 
December. This leaves the matter of 
plantation labor in a rather unsettled 
state.

Commissioner Fitzgerald's Men

Overtime. 


Late papers contain the information 


that State Labor Commissioner E. L 
Fitzgerald has begun an investigation 
into the conditions surrounding the 
employes of the factories in San Fran 
cisco. He has already found that the 
statutes prohibiting the employmen 
of boys or girls under 18 years of ag 
for more than 10 hours a day are being 
violated, and unless the law shall b 
complied with at once says there wil 
be some arrests. 


Mr. Fitzgerald and his deputies have 


found that in some of the large estab 
Hshments cash boys are worked on 
Saturdays three hours longer than i 
allowed by law. This is atoned for, ti 
some extent, however, by working th< 
lads only nine and a half hours on th 
other five working days. In each in 
stance the proprietor was notified t 
change his course or he would be pros 
ecuted. These cases will be prosecute 
anyhow, if Mrs. Prescott, of the Chil 
dren's Society, wishes it It is said tha 
her policy would be to prosecute every 
violator of the law, though Mr. Fitz 
gerald, while firm in his determination 
to remedy the evil, favors a more con 
servative course.

Cabinet Yesterday. 


Laws 
Will 
Conform 
to Those 


of United States - One 


Year Permits. 


At yesterday's Cabinet session the 


only matter fully discussed was that 
relating to Chinese immigration. The 
expected arrival of the Doric made 
prompt action by the Cabinet ^leces- 
sary, as there were a number of ap- 
plicants for labor waiting approval. 


It is the intention of the Govern- 


ment to abide by the terms of the 
treaty, as approved by the Hawaiian 
representatives. 
The 
Government 


wishes to act in extreme good faith in 
keeping within the lines of the treaty. 
In view of this, it was decided that no 
applications 
for 
Chinese 
laborers 


should be approved, and that there 
shall be no general immigrations, ex- 
cept by Japanese. 


la connection with the matter, there 


are many perplexing questions arising 
which require settling, and it is the 
•wish of the Government in disposing 
of them to keep within the emigration 
laws of the United States. One of the 
provisions in the law is that return 
'permits, when issued, are for one year 
only. This part of the law was made 
active in Honolulu yesterday, and 
those permits issued to returning Chi- 
nese by the Doric allows them to re- 
turn here within one year. Hereafter 
the United States laws will be fully 
complied with in respect to immi- 
grants. There are many Hawaiian- 
born Chinese now abroad, who should 
be allowed to return, and there is no 
doubt permission will be granted them. 
The great question with the Cabinet is 
regarding future applicants. 


Minister Cooper is reading up the 


United States laws regarding immi- 
gration to ascertain which classes it 
affects. The Government is determined 
to conform, in this matter, with the 
laws of the United States.
